Increase Is Alarming. 


' The question of marriage and di- 


vorce la becoming a very live social 
subject 
The alarming increase of di- 


vorce in tho last few years demands 
that we do something to remedy the 
bad conditions. Being primarily a re- 
ligious rather than a civil rite,, the 
agitation for better state of affairs' 
must come rather from the pulpit 
than the bench. The governors of the 
statea In their recent conference m 
Kentucky had for one of their lead- 
Ing topics of discussion the matter 
of uniform divorce laws In the several 
state. 
The Ladles' Home 
Journal, 


which goes to a million homes of the 
land, has been giving especial atten- 
tion of late to this, and presented *n 
able article by Ptof. George Elliott 
Howard of the University of Nebraska, 
who may be regarded as one of the 
best posted men In the country and 
chosen by the government to help In 
such a commission. Other like agencies 
'have been -pressing home the nec*nlty 
of education and legislation for a rem- 
edy of this 1,1 eat social disease. 


"Let ua consider a few statistics. Of 


course I am reminded of the smail 
boy's assertion that there are three 
kinds of lies: 
First, flbe; secondly, 


black MM, and thirdly, statistics. Nev- 
ertheless, figures do not lie when they 
are not twisted out of their true bear- 
ing and pu.^oee. Statltsttcs are gath- 
ered at gi*at cost to our government 
ami should be used for their par value 
In the JO years from 1867 to 1«S« there 
were In round numbers. 329,000 dlvorr 
granted In the United States, in the 10 
j.i^m ending in 1KW, ttiere were M4.60Q 
or almost three tlhiei the number .-f 
the first two decades; when statistics 
were more accurately gathered. The 
rate per 106,000 married population was 
81 In the year '870, and 200 in the 
year 1900. Thta shons that dhorce is 
at present two and one-half tlmea as 
common, compared with married pop- 
ulation, as It was 40 years ago 
In the 


beautiful city of Ix>s \ngole* alone 
there were l«st venr from October to 
October, 1,0«0 divorce* granted, 202 In 
September, and of these 70 per cent 
were married In California 
We can 


scarcely reallie how appalling a con- 
dition this Is to the equilibrium of 
good government In the welfare of the 
home and state 
Should this continue 


we would be left wrecked upon the 
reef* which we have allowed tn grow 
before our eyes 
This 1» a burning 


question!

the sale it has been arranged to have the 


' stamps handled bj the clerks at the stores, 


instead of*by commissioned agents of the 
Associated Charities as has heretofore been 


• done. 
Seventy-five per cent of the pro- 


ceeds will be used for the fund for the new 
tuberculosis hospital and the remainder di- 
vided equally between the National Red 
Gross Society and the State Committee for 
the Prevention and Control of Tuberculosis. 


This is the third year that this means of 


raising money for charitable work has been 
used in Colorado Springs, and the 
v fourth 


year in the country at lar^e. In !<>o7 some- 
body in New York hit upon the idea of 
selling little stickers or stamps, of attractive 
design, at one cent apiece, to raise money 
•for the work of the Red Cross Society. The 
results were mo*t gratifying. 
At the next 


. holiday season the sale v, a* multiplied many 
fold, and in the aggregate the sales have 
amounted, to hundred* of thousands of dol- 
lars, all of which i* used by the Red Cross 
and the various local organizations which 
are fighting tuberculosis. 


Of course the stamps have no intrinsic 


.value. They will not carry mail or express 
matter. 
They' cannot be used in lieu of 


postage. 
But they can, and should be, at- 


tached to all Christmas mail and express 
packages, because each of them represents 
one cent devoted to the effort to relieve 
human suffering and also because their de- 
ilgn is ornamental and attractive and sug- 
' fests the Yuletide season.
